Requested changes to AB 843

(Simple amendment for Rep. Molepske)

(SFI) certification programs shall be recognized”. [Please fix this language as you see fit.
The idea is to require a modification to the LEED rating system, or whatever system is
used, to address some concern about use of tree products. This language was taken from
Doyle’s Executive order 145, item #5 in the list of items appearing after the “Now
therefore” clause.
